coaches. 

The average 12-section Pullman car accommodates 26 pass- 
engers; the average parlor car, 29; while the average coach ac- ; 
commodates from 70 to 80 passengers. 

The average sleeping or parlor car weighs about 148,000 
pounds while the average coach weighs only about 120,000 pounds. 

It is estimated that abolition of Pullman surcharge would mean 
a_loss in net revenue of substantially $1,102,000 a year to one : .
